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Foreword 



The Andrew W. Mellon Foundation, seeking to in- 
crease the scholarly usefulness of our collections and 
enrich the intellectual life of the Library, made a 
grant in 1982 to the American Philosophical Society 
establishing a fellowship program in bibliography, 
research scholarship, and staff development. The 
major thrust of the program is to provide fellowships 
for younger scholars who will prepare bibliographic 
studies on topics well represented in the Library's 
collections. 

Dr. Susan E. Klepp, associate professor of Ameri- 
can history at Rider College, was a Mellon Fellow in 
Bibliography in 1986-87. During her year in resi- 
dence at the Library, she not only completed the valu- 
able guide that follows, but also organized an imagi- 
native symposium of younger scholars, the papers of 
which have been published in the Society's June 1989 
Proceedings and also separately as The Demographic 
History of The Philadelphia Region, 1600-1860. 



Dr. Klepp, who received her doctorate in American 
civilization at the University of Pennsylvania, sug- 
gested to the Librarian that the publication of the APS 
collection of Philadelphia mortality bills from 1722 to 
1859, together with those from other repositories 
which we do not possess, would constitute a major 
research resource for students of early American and 
comparative history. Dr. Klepp has not only executed 
that task skillfully, but she has given us a fine brief 
history of the study of the vital statistics of Philadel- 
phia together with an annotated bibliography of sec- 
ondary works. During her tenure as a Mellon Fellow, 
Dr. Klepp played an active role in the intellectual life 
of the Library, encouraged many of her colleagues to 
utilize our research collections, and lectured in the 
Society's summer interdisciplinary institute for 
Philadelphia public school teachers on "The Golden 
Age of Philadelphia, 1750-1840." 

We would like to acknowledge the generous support 
of The Andrew W. Mellon Foundation that made possi- 
ble this work and those that will follow.

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Chapter I 
Introduction 



"With us in America, marriages are generally in the morning 
of life,— our children are therefore educated, and settled in the 
world, by noon; we have an afternoon and evening of chearful 
leizure to ourselves,—. . . By these early marriages, we are 
blest with more children; and, from the mode among us— 
founded in nature— of every mother suckling and nursing her 
own child, more of them are raised. Thence the swift progress 
of population, among us,— unparalleled in Europe!" 

—Benjamin Franklin to John Alleyne, 1768' 

The interest in local demographic conditions is as 
old as the city of Philadelphia. Yet for nearly two and 
a half centuries there have been complaints that the 
vital statistics of the city of Philadelphia have been 
unavailable to interested scholars. Peter Kalm, the 
Swedish naturalist, had the most difficulty locating 
material or at least was most vociferous in his com- 
plaints. He wrote in 1749 that "I have not been able to 
find the exact number of inhabitants in Philadel- 
phia." In addition, he found that the lists of mortality 
"are not kept regularly in all the churches," and the 
"number of births cannot be determined since in 
many churches no order is observed with regard to 
this affair" [090:1, 32].' Similar criticisms surfaced 
from time to time over the next century even while 
there were substantial improvements in vital regis- 
tration. By the late nineteenth century, a few people 
noticed that the several series of annual reports of 
births and deaths for Philadelphia contained valuable 
information but that the accounts were scattered and 
poorly preserved. Said James V. P. Turner, the Regis- 
trar of Births and Deaths for Philadelphia County in 
1898, "it cannot fail to excite our wonder that so 
important an element in the history of our communi- 
ty as these records should have been neglected" 
[110:197]. And fifty years later, Richard H. Shryock 
noted that "so major a story as the evolution of public 
health is yet to be told." 3 In spite of these and other 
notices, the records of Philadelphia's vital events have 
remained obscure, the documents scattered, the histo- 
ry of public health unwritten. 

Changes in the historical profession in the last 
twenty years have intensified the demand for records 
illustrative of the demographic history of Philadel- 
phia before 1860. The rise of social history with its 
emphasis on common experience, the increased inter- 
est in local history and community studies, and the 
development of demographic history as a subspecialty 



have all assisted in the growing use of the Philadel- 
phia bills of mortality and other sources of population 
history. Gary B. Nash was among the first to redis- 
cover and systematically employ many of the Phila- 
delphia bills of mortality in his study of slavery in the 
city [080]. Nash also employed death records, tax 
records, inventories of estates, and other sources to 
recreate the social, economic, and political character- 
istics of the city. The present interest in the social 
history of Philadelphia owes much to his original 
work. 4 Expanding on this beginning, Billy G. Smith, 
Sharon Salinger, and many others have refined our 
knowledge of the population and of popular expe- 
rience [018, 019, 026, 087]. Robert V. Wells used reli- 
gious records of births, marriages, and deaths to re- 
constitute Quaker families in the region [173, 207- 
209], and the sophistication of his research inspired 
a number of doctoral dissertations [021, 023, 024, 
171, 174]. The Philadelphia Social History Project, 
headed by Theodore Hershberg, provided a model of 
the possibilities and limitations of quantitative re- 
search [098, 260, 261, 265]. Stephanie G. Wolfs study 
of Germantown, Pennsylvania [228], has become the 
standard description of small town life in eighteenth- 
century Pennsylvania and it, too, has served as a 
model for other local studies [170, 171, 174]. There 
has been a simultaneous interest in clarifying the 
process of immigration with studies by Marianne 
Wokeck, Hans-Jurgen Grabbe, and Farley Grubb deep- 
ening our knowledge of migration as a factor in the 
growth of the region [135, 139, 144, 145, 146, 150, 
267]. Much has been accomplished in the last twenty 
years. 

There is much that remains to be done. We know a 
good deal of the population history of Philadelphia 
between 1750 and 1775, and from 1850 to 1880. The 
demographic history of Philadelphia in the early colo- 
nial, revolutionary, and early national periods is lit- 
tle known. Edward C. Carter II, for example, had to 
exercise considerable effort and ingenuity to create 
even speculative estimates of natural increase and net 
immigration for Philadelphia in the 1790s [141:340-

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343]. To redress these gaps in our knowledge of Phila- 
delphia's growth, the Philadelphia Center for Early 
American Studies, then under the direction of Rich- 
ard R. Beeman, devoted the first year of its ten-year 
project on "The Transformation of Philadelphia and 
the Delaware Valley, 1750-1850" to the task of investi- 
gating the "Peopling of Philadelphia." As part of this 
project, the author was to collect the missing bills of 
mortality for the city, particularly those from the 
Board of Health, in order to complete the outlines of 
Philadelphia's growth. What was conceived to be a 
simple project developed into a four-year investiga- 
tion. The Board of Health had not kept copies of the 
annual report of births and deaths, and only the 1848 
issue could be found at the city archives, preserved 
accidentally in a bundle of miscellaneous bills and 
receipts. The reports of the Board of Health for 1807- 
1859 had to be gathered from the collections of the 
American Philosophical Society's library, from the 
library of the College of Physicians of Philadelphia, 
and from the archives of Pennsylvania Hospital. The 
first five years' reports, covering 1802-1806, survived 
only in almanacs, newspapers, and in a magazine 
article. Other series of vital reports were also difficult 
to locate. The annual bills prepared by Zachariah 
Poulson for 1787-1801 were found at the Presbyterian 
Historical Society and the Historical Society of Penn- 
sylvania [073]. The Christ Church bills of mortality 
were more widely scattered in repositories including 
the Huntington Library, the National Library of 
Medicine, the Library Company of Philadelphia, and 
the American Philosophical Society Library, with 
summaries of most of the missing bills eventually 
located in newspapers, magazines, city directories, 
and among the papers of Noah Webster. A fellowship 
from the Philadelphia Center for Early American 
Studies directed by Richard R. Dunn and Stephanie 
G. Wolf for 1986/7, with support from the Transfor- 
mation of Philadelphia Project headed by Michael 
Zuckerman , allowed the collection process to be largely 
completed. It was a fellowship from the Andrew W. 
Mellon Foundation, administered by the American 
Philosophical Society Library under the directorship 
of Edward C. Carter II, that brought the project into 
its present form. A bibliography of some 80 items was 
expanded into the present 293-item annotated bibliog- 
raphy of printed and manuscript sources for the 
study of the demography of Philadelphia and its re- 
gion, 1642-1859. The various bills of mortality for the 
city are collected for the first time and reprinted or 
reproduced. It is hoped that these reference materials 
will encourage further research into Philadelphia's 
population, and especially into the sex, age, and ra- 
cial compositions of the population. The history of 



public health in Philadelphia still needs to be written. 
The details of fertility, mortality, nuptiality, and net 
migration require investigation. Communities out- 
side Philadelphia County await study, and the demo- 
graphic relationship of city and hinterland can be 
usefully explored. The generous support by the An- 
drew W. Mellon Foundation and the American Philo- 
sophical Society Library for this reference work 
should make these and other studies possible. 

In addition to the support of Edward C. Carter II, 
the American Philosophical Society, and the Andrew 
W. Mellon Foundation, this project has benefited from 
the unflagging assistance of the staff of the Library of 
the American Philosophical Society, particularly Roy 
Goodman and Beth Carroll-Horrocks, whose knowl- 
edge of the collections was invaluable, and David J. 
Rhees, Carole N. Le Faivre, and Susan M. Babbitt for 
editorial support and good advice, Frank Margeson 
for photographing the majority of documents repro- 
duced in this volume, and Lily E. Kay for her good 
humor. Other individuals have been most generous in 
answering questions and checking sources. In par- 
ticular, the Rev. F. Lee Richards, historiographer of 
the Episcopal Diocese of Pennsylvania, Philip Lap- 
sansky of the Library Company of Philadelphia, 
James H. Cassedy of the National Library of Medi- 
cine, Thomas C. Horrocks of the College of Physicians 
of Philadelphia, and Richard J. Wolfe of the Francis A. 
Countway Library of Medicine provided invaluable 
assistance, as did the staffs of the Historical Society of 
Pennsylvania, the Presbyterian Historical Society, 
the New York Public Library, the Free Library of 
Philadelphia, and the Philadelphia Center for Early 
American Studies.

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Chapter II 

A Brief History of Vital Statistics 
in Philadelphia 

The First European Settlements: 
Vital Statistics and Government Policy 

Health and mortality were concerns of Europeans 
from the beginnings of their settlement in the Dela- 
ware River Valley. The colonies were commercial and 
military ventures whose successes and failures were 
of great consequence to the mother countries. The 
strength of the work force and the readiness of the 
soldiers and sailors were constant concerns. Similar- 
ly, it was important to monitor the productive and 
military capabilities of the native populations and of 
nearby colonies who might be rivals at best, enemies 
otherwise. The reputation of the colony as a healthy 
environment affected the flow of new settlers and thus 
the future of investment in the region. Knowledge of 
local health conditions was an essential part of policy 
development in the early settlements and so it is often 
the case that more is known of the small European 
settlements in the New World than is known of larger, 
wealthier, and better organized societies in the Old 
World. 5 

Health conditions in the Delaware Valley were re- 
ported with varying degrees of detail from the 1640s. 
These first few reports indicated that a series of epide- 
mics plagued the settlers of New Sweden. In 1642, an 
unknown number of newly arrived Englishmen and 
Swedes were felled by a "great sickness."* But this 
epidemic apparently paled before the disaster of 
1643/1644. Governor Johan Printz wrote, in the first 
local bill of mortality, 

Of the people, 25 have died during this year at different 
places, as the daily register shows, 12 laborers, 8 soldiers, 2 
free men, 2 women [and the preacher). The others who are 
preserved, officers and common [people], have no longer 
any desire to remain here. 7 

Small wonder that they wanted to leave. Mysterious 
diseases coupled with food shortages and occasionally 
hostile Indians made the New World an unattractive 
place. The roll-list of the male inhabitants of New 
Sweden in 1643/1644 counted 135 men, and the 23 
male deaths produced a crude death rate of 170 per 
thousand population— proportionally it was the worst 
year in the region's known history." Printz blamed the 



heavy mortality on a shortage of provisions. A rise in 
the death rate in late winter would have been conso- 
nant with food shortages, and the killings of Europe- 
ans in March of 1643 and March of 1644 may have 
meant that hungry settlers were poaching on the hunt- 
ing territory of the native peoples. But since over half 
of the deaths in the twelve months covered by the 
report occurred in July and August, a shortage of 
provisions seems an unlikely cause of death. These 
are months when food should have been most, not 
least, abundant. Epidemic or other diseases, possibly 
dysentery or even yellow fever, would be a more likely 
cause for the large increase in the number of deaths 
that summer. Printz may have feared that news of a 
major epidemic would discourage further support for 
his fledgling colony. Food shortages could be, and 
were, redressed by purchasing maize from the local 
bands of Lenape (267b). Strange epidemic disease 
was beyond human intervention in the seventeenth 
century and reports of disease could only harm the 
reputation of the colony.

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On 20 February 1647, Printz reported a population 
of 183 souls: men, women, male servants, female ser- 
vants, and children. Only four had died in the pre- 
vious year, two men and two small children. The 
crude death rate was then only 21 per thousand— close 
to the 24 per thousand estimated for England the same 
year. 9 It appears that the epidemic had passed and/or 
that provisions were now sufficient as Printz asserted 
in his official report to Swedish authorities. It ap- 
pears as if these Europeans were better adapted to 
their new environment. In 1653, the population was 
reported to have grown to 200 souls, although this 
figure may well have been exaggerated. The relatively 
slow rate of growth was caused by a shortage of adult 
women, a preponderance of single men, and unauth- 
orized emigrations to other colonies rather than by 
high mortality in the colony. All but 70 of these settlers 
returned to Europe in 1654. 10 

The ship that would carry the colonists back to 
Europe had brought "a plague," perhaps typhus, that 
killed over one hundred of the 350 passengers on 
board and subsequently spread among the local set- 
tlers and the Lenape." This new round of epidemic 
and other diseases continued in the wake of both the 
Dutch invasion of the colony in 1655 and the arrival 
of additional European immigrants. An "ardent pre- 
vailing fever" is mentioned in 1658, as is scurvy; in 
the next year and in 1661 smallpox was prevalent 
along the Delaware River. 12 The remainder of the 
1660s and the 1670s seem to have been free of major 
epidemic diseases. This demographic cycle should 
have made it apparent to all that new arrivals brought 
disease, while isolation brought respite. 

But isolation was impracticable, not only for eco- 
nomic and military reasons, but because these early 
colonies could not sustain themselves through the nat- 
ural increase of their populations. A census of adults 
in New Sweden in 1654/1655 showed a population of 
221, only 17 of whom were single women." The home 
government wanted 250 new colonists to emigrate to 
New Sweden that year, "of which the greatest part 
[must bej good men, fewer women and fewest chil- 
dren."' 4 However, the last Swedish ship to arrive con- 
tained a more balanced population of 30 adult men, 
25 adult women, and 55 children. The colony had been 
conquered by the Dutch when their ship arrived, but a 
viable community was established and managed to 
survive into the nineteenth century [195]. The sex 
ratio continued to be a factor in population growth for 
the Swedish community. By the 1690s it was out of 
balance once again. The census of 1697/1698 found 
that there were 38 single men above the age of eighteen 
and only 20 unmarried women among the Swedish 
Lutherans. Marriage for these women was early and 



nearly universal in the seventeenth century. Some 
Swedish men had difficulty establishing families, be- 
cause they were in competition with newly arrived 
British immigrants who were disproportionately 
male— one list of British immigrants records the arri- 
val of 167 single men and only 44 single women 
between 1682 and 1687." 

The arrival of the Society of Friends and the estab- 
lishment of the colony of Pennsylvania in 1681 
brought substantial changes to the area. The popula- 
tion increased rapidly and became even more diversi- 
fied. The Quakers did not, at least at first, need to 
report to authorities overseas on the health of their 
colony, and the Friends generally had little interest in 
quantifying their experience. Theirs was a holy ex- 
periment whose success could not be measured in 
numbers of births, deaths, or converts. Yet even Wil- 
liam Penn was moved to consider the demographic 
experience of the new settlers in a pamphlet intended 
to encourage further immigration. In 1685, Penn esti- 
mated the European population of Pennsylvania to be 
8,200, and went on to say that 

I presume the Births at least equal to the Burials; For, 
having made our first Settlements high in the Freshes of the 
Rivers, we do not find ourselves subject to those Seasonings 
that affect some other Countries upon the same Coast." 

If Penn's assessment of zero population growth 
through natural increase was approximately correct 
then the Society of Friends weathered the first few 
years of settlement reasonably well, both in compari- 
son to the early experiences of other colonies and in 
comparison to contemporary England where deaths 
outnumbered births between 1679 and 1685. But it 
must be remembered that these two standards of com- 
parison were extreme even in seventeenth-century 
experience: other colonies faced war, epidemics, and 
starvation; the bubonic plague was ravaging England. 
And not all groups coming to Pennsylvania fared 
quite so well as Penn maintained was true for the 
colony as a whole. Francis Daniel Pastorius noted

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that six of the 80 immigrants on board his ship died 
within six months of arrival— a crude death rate for 
half the year of 75 per thousand population. 17 Pastor- 
ius mentioned no births in that same group. Condi- 
tions did apparently improve in Germantown after 
the first six months of settlement [228]. Pennsylvania 
was a reasonably healthy place for much of the first 
decade after its founding, but only when measured 
against conditions existing elsewhere. 

While no bills of mortality were kept in the first 
decades of the existence of Philadelphia, several 
sources allow the reconstruction of approximate death 
rates for the early city. The longest series is the annu- 
al number of inventories of estates which began with 
the founding of the town in 1682." In 1688, the Soci- 
ety of Friends began to record the deaths of members, 
and between 1692 and 1731 the Friends recorded the 
deaths of "such as are not ffriends" [255]. The register 
of the deaths of non-Friends encompassed a group of 
poorer, white Philadelphians." Only 29 percent of the 
decedents and their families in the 1693 and 1694 
lists of burials of non-Friends could be traced to the 
1693 tax list, and these had an average valuation of 
£69. The Friends and their families were wealthier 
with 44 percent appearing in the tax list and these 
had an average appraisal of £195. By 1709/1710 only 
13 percent of the non-Friends could be traced to the 
tax list, average valuation £65. Similar were the Ang- 
licans with 16 percent paying taxes on property val- 
ued at £64. Fifty-five percent of the Friends could be 
found in the 1709 tax list with a mean assessment of 
£97. Differential mortality can be studied quite early 
in the city's history, although the population at risk is 
unknown and the flow of immigrants is uncertain for 
these early years. 

The inventories of estates reflected most movements 
in the death rate, but were biased by the fact that only 
the deaths of propertied adults were included. Other 
lists of adult deaths, such as that compiled by Gary 
Nash for merchants [082] or the list of the deaths of 
Public Friends in Don Yoder et al. [229], showed the 
same pattern caused by the exclusion of children. 
Smallpox epidemics, like that of 1701, would not be 
reflected in these records since most adults had im- 
munity to that common disease. Other epidemics of 
childhood disease would be missed as well. Condi- 
tions affecting the health of the propertyless, the poor, 
and most servants could not be recovered from these 
lists. The inventories of estates are an imperfect guide 
to mortality conditions but are the only source for the 
first few years of settlement. 

Wealth can be seen to be an important differentiat- 
ing factor once the registers of the Friends and non- 
Friends can be compared after 1692. Two years stood

"Not all were poor: a few were very wealthy, some had moderate 
estates, but on average this group was substantially poorer than the 
Friends. No account of black deaths has been found before 1722. 
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out in the 1690s. A major shortfall in the harvest of 
1694 "led to the death of a number of livestock and 
carried over to 1695."" But people died as well as 
livestock, with deaths among the non-Friends peaking 
in November 1694, just after the bad harvest. The 
severe winter of 1697-98 also increased the number of 
deaths, again largely among poorer Philadelphians. 
"The cold winter of 1697-98 froze the Delaware [Riv- 
er) so thick carts crossed to Jersey on the ice, and 
some people, mostly black, died of the intense cold." 21 
There are no surviving accounts of the number of 
black deaths, but many poorer white Philadelphians 
died that winter, and deaths remained at high levels 
as late as April 1698. Bad weather and bad harvests, 
coupled with the economic dislocations caused by 
King William's War, 1689-1697, seem to have ad- 
versely affected the health and lives of the poor. 

The yellow fever epidemic of 1699 was no respecter 
of wealth. Children, as is usual in cases of yellow 
fever, had milder cases, but none of the European- 
born adults of Philadelphia would have been spared by 
reason of youth or previous immunity. Isaac Norris 
wrote that about 220 persons had died in the epidem- 
ic, "80 or 90 of them Friends." 22 The actual number of 
Quaker deaths in August, September, and October 
1699 was 86. William Monington wrote that "from the 
beginning of the 6th month, there died of friends and 
others (besides those that were buried in the church- 
yard) to the number of 170 men, women and chil- 
dren."" The actual count of the dead in the registers of 
the Friends and of "such as are not ffriends," was 174. 
The only church yard used for burials in 1699 be- 
longed to the Anglicans. Subtracting the burials of 
Friends and non-Friends from total burials leaves 46 
as the probable number of deaths among the members 
of the Church of England. 2 * The population of Philadel- 
phia in 1699 was 2,238, according to the estimates of 
Gary B. Nash and Billy G. Smith (018). If the death 
rates were similar for all denominations, this would 
mean that there were 875 Quakers residing in the 
city, 895 Presbyterians, Baptists, and unchurched 
residents, and 468 Anglicans. Another 200 people in 
the city were enslaved African-Americans whose fate 
in this epidemic is not known [267e]. Edward Port- 
lock reported that the Anglican church had 500 mem- 
bers in and around Philadelphia in 1700, while 
James Logan thought that the Quakers were one-third 
of the city's population in 1702, so that these numbers 
seem to be approximately correct. 25 This European 
outpost was decimated in three months. 

Knowledge of the epidemic has to come from private 
correspondence. Little mention of it was made in pub- 
lic. William Penn did not refer to the severity of the 
disease in his correspondence, but only noted in sev- 



eral letters that the epidemic was over. And in the 
wake of the epidemics of 1699 and 1701, there was 
little public comment on local health conditions for the 
first decades of the eighteenth century. 

Pennsylvania had an auspicious beginning in the 
1680s. Then floods, crop failures, severe winters, and 
epidemic diseases began pushing up the crude death 
rates after the first decade of settlement. Michael R. 
Yogg found high and rising rates of mortality in 
Bucks County in the last years of the seventeenth 
century, a pattern similar to Philadelphia's ex- 
perience.

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These earliest estimates of mortality are imperfect, 
based on very small numbers in the case of Bucks 
County and incomplete records in the city of Philadel- 
phia, but these figures hint at the reason for the ab- 
sence of official comment on health conditions in 
early Pennsylvania. The generally favorable public 
image of the colony might well have been eroded by 
public knowledge of a precarious demographic 
situation. 

If neither the British or the colonial governments 
recorded births or deaths, other sources developed 
after 1700, the most important of which were the 
church records. These can be used to reconstruct the 
bare outlines of vital events in the city. Presbyterian 
baptisms are preserved after 1702. Anglican burials 
and baptisms have survived for most years after 
1709, giving the first indications of the ratio of births 
to deaths in the city." Peter Kalm noted the annual 
totals of births, 1702-1719, and of deaths, 1702-1735, 
in the Swedish Lutheran church, but the majority of 
this group lived in the countryside around the city 
[097]. From these records, there appear to have been 
few epidemics during the duration of Queen Anne's 
War, 1702-1713. The resurgence of immigration at 
the war's close brought a new round of epidemic 
disease. 

The cycle of isolation and health alternating with 
immigration and disease continued in the Quaker 
colony, but was modified by the various conditions of 
the colonists. Groups with nearly equal ratios of men 
and women and with high marriage rates and appar- 
ently low levels of immigration fared reasonably well 
in Pennsylvania. The Quaker, Swedish Lutheran, 
and, perhaps, the Presbyterian communities seemed 
to fit into this category. Family reconstitution studies 
and other records have shown at least the first two 
groups growing rapidly through natural increase 
[207, 072, 024, 192J There was another Philadelphia 
of immigrants and transients, largely men, whose 
names and deaths were sometimes preserved in the 
registers of the Anglican church and the account of 
"such as are not ffriends." Demographic instability 
characterized the experiences of these people in Phila- 
delphia. A surplus of deaths over births, low marriage 
rates for men caused in part by a shortage of eligible 
women, and a greater susceptibility to epidemic dis- 
ease faced many newcomers to Philadelphia." The 
demographic experiences of immigrants replicated 
the experiences of the first settlers well into the eigh- 
teenth century. 

The recording of vital events and of local health 
conditions was of little interest to colonial officials or 
to the British government once the success of the set- 
tlement was assured. Indeed, it was soon clear that 



fever and smallpox epidemics was counter-productive 
in the business of colonization: this news discouraged 
trade, immigration, and investment. Politically and 
commercially, it was better to ignore health and de- 
mographic conditions. Even William Penn's proposal 
for a simple census of the population disheartened 
James Logan because he feared that "it would do more 
harm than good, by creating jealousies and distrust," 
between Quakers and other residents.™ The tension 
between the public's right to know and political and 
economic interests continued well into the nineteenth 
century. 

The City of Philadelphia: 
Vital Statistics as News 



No European officials demanded accounts of local 
health and mortality conditions, but by 1720 the resi- 
dents of Philadelphia wanted to be apprised of the 
health of their city. The population of Philadelphia 
had grown from 2,700 to 4,900 in the previous decade 
alone. It had become a larger, more impersonal place 
where individuals were less able to track the begin- 
ning of an unhealthy season, or to know when the city 
was free of disease. Two years after Andrew Bradford 
established the American Weekly Mercury, he an- 
nounced that "for the Satisfaction of many, we intend 
to insert the Births and Burials which happen in this 
city every Month, according to the Accounts kept here" 
{document 001}. There were many precedents for such

an undertaking. Bills of mortality were published in 
many European cities, and in Boston, "the keepers of 
the several burying-grounds made returns once a 
week of the number of deaths in Boston, specifying the 
whites and blacks separately, but not their ages" [124: 
370). These had been published in Boston since 1701. 
Bradford's bills of mortality for Philadelphia were far 
more ambitious than the Boston bills of mortality. 
First, Bradford collected the total number of births by 
sex in the city. 29 Bradford obviously realized that bills 
that counted only baptisms, such as the London bills, 
could provide no real measure of the number of births, 
although he also included accounts of the christenings 
in those churches practicing infant baptism. In Phila- 
delphia, the difference between births and recorded 
baptisms was high because of the religious composi- 
tion of the population. Neither the Baptists nor the 
Friends practiced infant baptism and a large portion 
of the population was unchurched. In 1722, there were 
three births for every recorded baptism, an indication 
of the inadequacy of unadjusted baptismal records as 
guides for measuring the fertility of the total popula- 
tion. The second unusual feature of these bills was 
that Bradford made an attempt to include the deaths 
of those who would have been denied a Christian 
burial: unbaptised infants and suicides, plus drown- 
ing victims whose bodies might not have been recov- 
ered. Since the sacrament of burial was not available 
to all, church burial records would miss some deaths. 
Bradford also tried to obtain the number of deaths by 
sex, another unusual feature in early eighteenth-cen- 
tury bills of mortality since sex-based differentials in 
longevity were little appreciated even by many of 
those interested in demography. Whether Bradford de- 
veloped his ideas from reading John Graunt's discus- 
sions of the defects of the London bills, or whether his 
ideas were original, is unknown. 30 Whatever the case, 
his series of bills of mortality was very sophisticated 
by contemporary standards. 

The bills were published in the Mercury through 
January 1723, and then were apparently discontin- 
ued. But an enigmatic reference in 1729 {document 
004} refers to weekly accounts of burials and baptisms 
having been published, presumably as separate broad- 
sides. Not one of these is known to have survived. 
None of these accounts was available even in 1748- 
1751, when Peter Kalm was actively gathering infor- 
mation on the vital statistics of Philadelphia. Births 
and deaths were news, but their value was ephemeral. 
The one man who might have saved the broadsides 
became Bradford's chief competitor and was little in- 
clined to foster the achievements of his rival. The bills 
were once again published in the Mercury as monthly 
accounts starting in January 1731, with numerous 



errors in addition that first year, and continued 
through December 1732, with many fewer errors in 
that last year. No further bills were prepared by the 
paper. 

Benjamin Franklin's Pennsylvania Gazette had a 
parallel history of vital statistics publication. Within 
two months of taking over the newspaper, Franklin 
began publishing a weekly account of burials in the 
city. Unlike Bradford, Franklin made no attempt to 
improve on the Boston model. Burials were reported 
by churchyard and race. No other information was 
given. During the smallpox epidemic of 1731, the 
paper sometimes did indicate the increase or decrease 
in burials over the previous count. Franklin preferred 
to indicate decreases in mortality rather than to pub- 
licize increases and he ran into difficulty adding the 
number of smallpox deaths, a difficulty that only in- 
creased over time {see document #013}. The Pennsyl- 
vania Gazette dropped its reportage of mortality two 
months after the Mercury. As James H. Gassedy noted, 

the bills became victims of advertising pressures of inter- 
city trade rivalries. It was no secret that large quantities of 
death and disease discouraged trade. It was common prac- 
tice for colonial printer-editors to minimize, distort, or 
suppress these kinds of local data in hopes of promoting the 
economic well-being of their communities. Conversely, they 
were happy enough to print the death figures of other cities 
[008:124]. 

Philadelphia newspapers were not alone in discover- 
ing that not all the news is fit to print. New York and 
Charleston papers also turned away from such fea- 
tures early in the 1730s, leaving only traditionalist 
(and economically depressed) Boston continuing the 
practice. 

With rare exceptions, newspapers ignored the de- 
tails of local health conditions during the balance of 
the colonial period and into the early national pe- 
riods. In 1742, the Mercury did reprint the 1741 
Christ Church bill of mortality {document 007}, but 
the purpose in this case was to pressure the govern- 
ment into establishing a pest house "for the use of sick 
persons arriving from sea" [115:280]. A bill for that 
purpose was then before the assembly and the need

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was great. Yellow fever had increased the annual 
number of deaths by 455 to a total of 745 for 1741, and 
166 of these were due to deaths among the Palatine 
immigrants." The combination of the high death rate 
and the publicity given it by the paper moved the 
assembly to build the hospital on Province Island by 
the end of the year. Both the disease and the notoriety 
were unwelcome. 

The Philadelphia press successfully ignored the spe- 
cifics of local health conditions for the next half cen- 
tury. The yellow fever epidemics of the 1790s were 
events of such magnitude that their impact could not 
be ignored by local publishers. Newspaper accounts, 
pamphlets, broadsides, and books provided the public 
with detailed accounts of the disaster. But it was not 
until the nineteenth century, and under a milder mor- 
tality regime, that reports of births and deaths once 
again become regular features in the local newspa- 
pers. Zachariah Poulson's Daily Advertiser began 
publishing weekly reports from the Board of Health in 
1805. The Public Ledger became the paper of record 
after 1839. Other newspapers would publish reports 
with more or less regularity. Only briefly, during the 
epidemics of asiatic cholera, did commercial interests 
again clash with the publication of vital statistics. 3 * 



Vital Statistics as Public Service 



Although neither the government nor the Fourth 
Estate was interested in collecting and publishing 
vital statistics for the city by the early 1730s, a de- 
mand for that information still existed. The Church of 
England assumed the role that other institutions had 
abandoned. It seems to the twentieth-century mind an 
unlikely function for a religious body to undertake, 
but the task of recording vital events had been as- 
signed to the established church since the sixteenth 
century, and the Society for the Propagation of the 
Gospel had, as part of its missionary functions, been 
collecting information on the number of souls in the 
colonies. 

The origins of the Christ Church bills of mortality 
for Philadelphia are unclear since few of the earliest 
accounts survive in their original form. As early as 
1721, the clerk of Christ Church parish prepared an 
account of baptisms and burials by sex for the Ameri- 
can Weekly Mercury. But it was under the direction of 
the Rev. Archibald Cummings that the Anglican 
church began collecting and publishing its own series 
of baptisms and burials. The Rev. Cummings had a 
quantitative turn of mind. He kept a separate account 
in the registers of the church dating from the begin- 



ning of his tenure at Christ Church in 1726 and 
lasting until 1740, the year before his death. Mr. Cum- 
mings' Private Register listed and counted deaths by 
sex and noted outbreaks of smallpox between 1726 
and 1740. Most of the deaths recorded in his register 
were of Anglicans, but some deaths in other denomi- 
nations were included, especially in the early years of 
the account. The Rev. Cummings is also known to 
have kept a record entitled, "A Register of Persons 
Baptised, Married, and Buried within the City of 
Philadelphia, 1726-1741." This account seems not to 
have survived, although the totals are given in Benja- 
min Dorr [094:73). In fifteen years there were 1,728 
baptisms, 851 marriages, and 1,601 burials. This 
would mean an average of only 108 births per 100 
deaths and just two births per marriage. The Angli- 
cans had a precarious demographic profile and seem 
to have served a population with an excess of men 
(Cummings' record of all deaths by sex counted 692 
male deaths and 476 female deaths, 1726-1736)." It 
was, perhaps, the uncertainties of life for Philadel- 
phia Anglicans that first stimulated the Rev. Cum- 
mings' investigation of local vital statistics. 

The first bill of mortality known to have been pub- 
lished by the church was for the year 1737. A single 
copy is preserved at the Huntington Library. Many of 
the characteristics of the later series appear here. 
Christenings and burials were counted in Christ 
Church parish, burials in four other churches were 
given, and the attempt to record the number of 
"Strangers" (recent immigrants and pauper burials) 
was stymied by the report that no account was kept. 
Cause of death among Anglicans was reported under 
three main headings, "Common Distempers," small- 
pox, and various casualties. Like the city officials 
who first authorized the publication of bills of mortal-

Franklin's Pennsylvania Gazette sought to minimize the impact 
of this yellow fever epidemic by publishing the number of deaths 
just prior to the most severe phase of the outbreak: "Buried in the 
several Burying-Grounds of this City, from June 1 to September 1,

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ity for London, the compiler was primarily interested 
in the prevalence of epidemic disease, not in the inci- 
dence of endemic diseases. The next bill to survive in 
its original form covered 1747. Much more informa- 
tion was recorded. Anglican burials were given by 
sex, by age, and by cause. Twenty-nine disease cate- 
gories were listed. Epidemics were no longer the pri- 
mary concern of the compiler. The total number of 
deaths in six other churches, in the Strangers' Ground 
and the Negroes' Ground, and the sum total of all 
burials was given. Later bills added the number of 
baptisms in other churches. 

While a sustained series of bills survives only for 
the period 1751-1775, other sources preserve some 
data from the missing years. Much of the 1741 bill 
was published in the Mercury, the burials by church 
for 1738-1744 appeared in Poor Richard Improved, 
1750, and Franklin's now missing collection of bills 
was used by Peter Kalm for his account of total deaths 
in the city, 1745, 1748-1750. A few other listings 
survive as well {see documents 014-022}. 

The low survival rate of the earliest bills indicates 
that like weather reports, accounts of baptisms and 
deaths had an immediate news value only. Only a 
very few people, among them Franklin, saw any pur- 
pose in preserving these records. And as news ac- 
counts, these bills had a very limited utility. Since 
they were issued annually, they could not be used to 
warn of the spread of disease, nor were they timely 
indicators of the health of the port city. The audience 
for the bills must have been rather small. 

The Philadelphia bills, while generally superior in 
detail to those published in London or Boston, also 
have serious defects as guides to the demographic 
condition of the city. Only the total number of deaths 
was given for most burial grounds, and the depen- 
dence on baptismal records meant that there could be 
no indication of the births in the groups that did not 
practice infant baptism— the Friends, the Baptists, 
and the unchurched— a substantial portion of Phila- 
delphia's population. M The accounts of deaths by sex, 
by age, and by cause are valuable, but cover only the 
Anglican burials. Since the Anglicans seem to have 
been a more transient group than some others through 
the 1760s, these details are not necessarily represent- 
ative of the total population's experience. Still, the 
Anglican church persisted in publishing the annual 
accounts and for a few years in the 1760s and 1770s 
inspired other churches to publish similar accounts 
{see documents 018-022}. 

The Christ Church bills of mortality have been used 
for a number of purposes. They are the best single 
source for studying the incidence of disease in colo- 
nial Philadelphia. Noah Webster used the bills to illus- 



trate his theory on the relationship of atmospheric 
disturbances and disease [103). Burton Konkle used 
them for his brief description of major epidemics 
[115:287-89]. His account is sometimes superficial 
and the book filled with typographical errors, but it is 
valuable in part because he had access to bills that 
have subsequently been lost. Roslyn Stone Wolman's 
more rigorous collation of cause of death and age at 
death data from the bills between 1751 and 1775, 
provides a valuable backdrop to her discussion of the 
state of public health in the last years of the colonial 
period [028]. Gary B. Nash has used these bills and 
the earlier newspaper accounts to estimate the Afri- 
can-American population of the city, under the as- 
sumption that black and white Philadelphians had 
similar mortality rates [080]. Billy G. Smith also 
used many of the bills for his reconstruction of crude 
birth and death rates in the city [087]. See also 
[267a] and [293]. 

The terrible toll of epidemic disease in colonial 
Philadelphia is a major theme in all these analyses. 
Both Billy Smith and Charles Olton have identified 
the 1760s as the crucial decade in Philadelphia's mor- 
tality experience [087, 107[. It was in this decade that 
mortality rates began a sustained decline. The rela- 
tive weight of decreasing immigration, declining 
slave population, improvements in public sanitation, 
and the spread of smallpox inoculation, among other 
factors, still needs to be assessed in order to determine 
the reasons for falling mortality levels in the city. 

Much more remains to be done. It should be possible 
to sharpen the picture of disease patterns in the city 
and to look at change over time. While smallpox and 
yellow fever have been studied in detail, the role of 
tuberculosis is little understood. A major cause of 
death throughout the early history of Philadelphia, it 
shows an increasing incidence over time. Whether the 
disease became more prevalent, or whether it appears 
more prevalent as epidemic disease decreases in fre- 
quency, or whether better diagnostic techniques were 
employed (there were, for example, many fewer 
deaths ascribed to "decay" by the end of the eighteenth 
century) are all possibilities. Childhood diseases can 
be investigated in greater detail. The ratios of deaths

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by sex have not been studied nor have the ratios of 
baptisms to deaths in the individual churches. The 
Christ Church records show that it was not until the 
late 1760s that the Anglicans achieved a substantial 
surplus of baptisms over burials. The growth patterns 
in other religious groups need to be investigated. Age 
patterns at death can be explored, most easily for the 
Anglicans, but other churches, particularly the Ger- 
man churches, also recorded the ages of the deceased 
in their parish registers and would be a point of 
comparison. The Christ Church bills are not a perfect 
source, but can be used to recover many details of the 
medical and social history of the city. 

The Revolutionary War disrupted the annual publi- 
cation of the bills of mortality, although the Anglican 
churches took special care to preserve the sexton's 
notes, which were the basis for the accounts (253- 
254]. A bill appeared in 1782, and then from 1788 
through 1830 the Episcopalian churches of Christ 
Church, St. Peter's, and later St. James' Church pub- 
lished annual accounts. Not all of these survive. The 
annual totals were given in a letter by James Mease to 
Noah Webster for the period to 1797 {document 023}. 
No account has been found of the nine missing bills 
from the 1810s and 1820s. 

Despite a brief flurry of interest in the Christ 
Church bills when first William Barton, and then the 
Pennsylvania Company for Insurances on Lives and 
Granting Annuities, used the age at death data to 
construct life tables for the city [031, 030), the bills 
were considered old-fashioned by the early national 
period. From 1788 to 1801, they were in competition 
with Zachariah Poulson's bills of mortality, published 
annually in his Town and Country Almanac. Poul- 
son's bills gave the total number of births, rather than 
baptisms, in the city and collected information from 
more churches. Births and deaths were differentiated 
by sex {documents 024-037}. From 1802 to 1830, the 
Episcopalian bills competed with those of the Board of 
Health, which after 1807 reported deaths by age, sex, 
and cause for all decedents in the city and suburbs. It 
did not help the reputation of the Episcopalian ac- 
counts that many bills, particularly in the 1790s, 
were carelessly done and contained numerous typo- 
graphical and mathematical errors {see document 
104}. An effort to revitalize the series began in 1817, 
when the number of marriages in individual 
churches was added to the baptismal and burial infor- 
mation. This new format was apparently not appreci- 
ated. Vital statistics were being defined as a subspe- 
cialty of medicine, and doctors were primarily 
interested in death rates [009]. There was now no 
public interest in the Episcopalian bills. Newspapers 
gave weekly, and sometimes daily accounts of mortal- 



ity. The Board of Health served the needs of the medi- 
cal community. An administrative reorganization of 
the Episcopalian churches in 1831 provided the occa- 
sion for dropping the series. The churches so little 
esteemed their productions that not a single copy of 
the series was preserved in the church archives," even 
though in the mid-eighteenth century no series could 
"rival that of Christ-Church, whether for coverage, 
longevity, or influence" [Cassedy, 008:128]. 

Subsequent scholarship has perpetuated the low es- 
teem of this later series of Episcopalian bills of mor- 
tality, 1788-1830. Noah Webster used some material 
from the bills for his analysis of epidemics [103]. 
Benjamin Rush drew information from a few of the 
bills in a discussion of changes in medical practice 
and health [084]. Tom W. Smith collected, tabulated, 
and corrected the total number of deaths reported in 
many of these bills, but found ample reason to prefer 
the records of the Board of Health [027:89-92]. Still, 
these bills should be useful for indications of cause of 
death, for age at death, and perhaps for some insight 
into marriage rates, although these latter records, 
1817-1830, are obviously incomplete. The great ad- 
vantage of these bills is that they do provide a stan- 
dardized measure of many of the changes in mortal- 
ity and fertility over the course of the 70 years 
between 1747 and 1817. They may have been inferior 
to contemporary bills published by Poulson and the 
Board of Health, but they are compatible with the 
colonial series. They deserve additional scholarly 
attention. 



Vital Statistics as Natural Philosophy 

For most Philadelphians in the colonial period, the 
annual reports of baptisms and deaths were newswor- 
thy, but like accounts of the weather, the reports had 
no lasting value. Both subjects would have been 
classed, as they still are in the library stacks at the 
Historical Society of Pennsylvania, as "Ephemerata." 
But the link between the climate and the state of the 
public's health extended beyond the presumed transi- 
tory, unpredictable nature of the two phenomena. It 
was widely believed in the eighteenth century that 
local weather patterns determined the general state of 
health of the populace. Tropical climates were un- 
healthy, as were low-lying, damp, breezeless places, 
and areas with highly changeable weather patterns. 
Conversely, a cool, temperate climate, high, dry

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ground with gentle winds, and stable weather pat- 
terns were deemed highly desirable for health. Into 
this general assessment of the effect of climate on 
health came a heated discussion comparing the envi- 
ronment of the Old World with the New. As Gilbert 
Chinard found, many people in eighteenth-century 
Europe thought that America was a most unhealthy 
place. Since some of the evidence for this contention 
came from Peter Kalm, the mid-Atlantic's population 
was thought to be "of very inferior quality, physically 
and intellectually," the people less hardy, the women 
sooner sterile, lives more abbreviated [002:33-34). 
The changeableness of the weather was held largely 
responsible for these deplorable conditions. The re- 
sponse of colonials to these charges tended to be apolo- 
getic: the climate of Pennsylvania was unhealthy, 
many conceded, but it would become more like that of 
Europe as soon as cultivation tamed the environment. 
Others argued that the climate of the New World was 
closer to Europe's than generally realized and thus by 
implication healthier [002:41]. 

The revolution changed attitudes on the state of the 
American climate, and it was the members of the 
American Philosophical Society who attempted to 
prove scientifically the superior climate and health of 
the new republic. William Barton admitted that the 
local weather was changeable, but asserted that this 
meant a healthier climate. He breathlessly quoted the 
work of other members of the Society to bolster his 
thesis. 

Dr. Rush— in his account of the climate of Pennsylvania- 
has cited the authority of Dr. Huxam, to shew— that the 
healthiest seasons in Great-Britain have often been accom- 
panied by the most variable weather. And Dr. T. Bond— in 
his oration before the Philosophical Society, in 1782— re- 
marks, that "we live in a healthy, though the most variable 
and active climate, in the universe"—. . ."I am sensible this 
opinion, of the advantages resulting from a changeable at- 
mosphere, is counter to the common notions of mankind; — 
it is nevertheless true, and adopted by the best writers; —and 
not only confirmed by meteorological and morbid registers, 
and the general laws of creation; but will further stand the 
test of historical enquiry" [031:51nj. 

Climate and death rates were not ephemerata to these 
gentleman scholars of the 1780s and 1790s. The phi- 
losopher-scientist could study the meteorological 
charts and the morbid registers of births and deaths 
and discover patterns, trace connections, and ulti- 
mately predict the course of both weather and disease. 
Soon knowledge of the facts would allow simultaneous 
control over the environment and control over disease. 
For as the Society's vice-president, Nicholas Collin, 
reminded the members in 1793, "In the works of Al- 
mighty power and wisdom, there can be no chance" 



[quoted in 002:51 1. 36 There could be a science of me- 
teorology and health. 

For a decade and more after the revolution, the 
publications of the American Philosophical Society 
were filled with articles on meteorology. In some of 
these works by members of the Society, the average 
state of the climate was compared to the local bills of 
mortality [085, 113, 182, 190, 242, 252]. The discus- 
sion of vital statistics was, in all of these productions, 
secondary either to the minute details of daily tem- 
perature variation or to sweeping generalizations 
concerning the essential features of the local climate. 
The first task in either approach was to uncover the 
laws of meteorology, for only then could the relation- 
ship of climate and disease be specified. But antici- 
pating the day when the science of meteorology would 
be fully established, the Society began to collect, and to 
sometimes republish, the bills of mortality for Phila- 
delphia and other cities and towns. It was in this 
period that the large collection of demographic mate- 
rials in the Library of the American Philosophical 
Society was established. 

At first, the yellow fever epidemic of 1793 seemed to 
confirm the theory that climate and disease could be 
connected in very specific ways. The epidemic arose 
in hot, dry weather after a wet spring season. The end 
of the epidemic coincided with the first frost. Matthew 
Carey published David Rittenhouse's daily meteoro- 
logical observations along with the count of the dead, 
no doubt confident that the clue to the spread of the 
disease would soon be revealed from his meticulous 
collection of facts." But disagreement rather than en- 
lightenment followed in the wake of the epidemic. On 
one side were those who believed the fever originated 
in local circumstances— a miasma caused by the con- 
tamination of the air. Benjamin Rush thought a load 
of spoiled coffee the culprit. Often, supporters of a 
miasmatic theory tended to be republicans and pro- 
French in politics. 38 The Federalists were more pre- 
dominant among those who believed the disease to be 
imported, most likely by the French refugees then 
crowding into the city. 

The domestic theory of the origin of yellow fever had

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the drawback of implying that the atmosphere of 
Philadelphia was unhealthy. Given the broad defini- 
tion of environment then in use, this condemned both 
the city and the revolutionary vigor of its people. The 
solution to this conundrum, enthusiastically support- 
ed by Benjamin Rush, was later contained in Noah 
Webster's Brief History of Epidemic and Pestilential 
Disease [103]. Atmospheric contamination, argued 
Webster, appeared locally, but could be caused by nat- 
ural disasters anywhere in the world. A volcanic 
eruption, an earthquake, comet, or other disruption 
on any continent could poison the air and produce 
epidemic disease [103, 008:297-304]. Virtuous re- 
publics were at the same risk as the most corrupt 
despotism. Philadelphians could not be blamed for the 
epidemics of yellow fever. Webster's theory failed to 
attract an audience. It could not explain why some 
regions were sickly and others healthy. The book's 
bleak picture of nature and the impotence of human 
activity was at odds with republican optimism and 
belief in human agency. Moreover, if Webster was to 
be believed, then all disease was the result of the freak 
accidents of a malevolent natural order. Despite Web- 
ster's protestations to the contrary, there could be no 
science of meteorology and disease. 

The opposing theory that epidemic disease was im- 
ported, rather than local in origin, failed to explain 
why some individuals caught the disease while others 
did not. The Rev. Nicholas Collin applied himself to 
the task of resolving this question and in the registers 
of his church after 1793 he detailed what he perceived 
to be the underlying causes of death [088 is a sample 
of his record]. Some individuals were predisposed to 
disease because of poverty or other misfortunes that 
produced mental stress. Many people fell ill through 
their own carelessness: sleeping near an open win- 
dow, drinking cold water on hot days, going barefoot, 
or getting up too soon after childbirth. The majority 
for whom a predisposition could be identified suc- 
cumbed because of their own vicious habits— particu- 
larly because of alcoholism. Collin's analysis of dis- 
ease anticipated the reform movements of the second 
quarter of the nineteenth century, particularly those 
movements that sought to inculcate the urban poor 
with the virtues of hard work, thrift, temperance, and 
spiritual revival. Individuals were in large measure 
responsible for their own well-being. Moral reform, 
not science, would ameliorate the human condition. 

A third response to the problems posed by the yellow 
fever epidemics developed somewhat later and might 
be termed the liberal solution to epidemic disease. Dr. 
Gouverneur Emerson typified this approach. Liberal 
theorists, like the moral reformers, saw vicious habits 
as the cause of excess mortality; however, they located 



immorality in society, not in individuals. For exam- 
ple, the misery and high death rates among blacks in 
Philadelphia could be traced to "their condition," that 
is, to racial prejudice and lack of opportunity 
[062:20] , and among the poor generally to the "merce- 
nary calculations" of some landlords [056:14]. Even 
alcoholism in the poor could be traced to the failure of 
ship captains to "keep their men free from this species 
of excess" [105:200]. Professional medical men need- 
ed the legal authority to condemn public and private 
nuisances, to pave streets, to install a public water 
supply, to require proper ventilation in the building 
codes, to build sewer systems, to send tne poor to 
hospitals for proper care. Experts could provide social 
solutions to social ills. Physicians could improve pub- 
lic hygiene and public health, if only they had the 
power. 

The yellow fever epidemics destroyed the hope for a 
science of meteorology and vital statistics. By the 
second decade of the nineteenth century, disease was 
a subject for medical professionals, and meteorol- 
ogy—limited largely to the calculation of average 
monthly temperatures— a minor tool for physicians. 
Dr. Gouverneur Emerson traced the connections be- 
tween average monthly temperatures, conceptions, 
births, and mortality levels, but few other rigorous 
studies were made/" When the American Philosophi- 
cal Society stopped republishing bills of mortality 
after 1819, vital statistics had become medical 
statistics. 



Vital Statistics as Medical Statistics 



The yellow fever epidemic of 1793 shocked Pennsyl- 
vanians into establishing a Board of Health for the 
city of Philadelphia. In the 1790s, the attention of the 
Board of Health was absorbed by the devastation of the 
annual recurrences of yellow fever, but doctors report- 
ing to the Board did publish statistical accounts of 
each of the outbreaks [025, 028, 116]. Under the lead- 
ership of Dr. Thomas C. James, the Board of Health 
itself began to collect and publish summaries of the 
burials in Philadelphia. From 1802 through 1804,

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these were modeled after the Christ Church bills of 
mortality. The total number of burials was reported 
by the sextons of the various burial grounds in the 
city and suburbs and summed for the year. In addi- 
tion, the burials were divided into adult (twenty 
years of age and over) and child categories and were 
given by month. These first three bills by the Board of 
Health were published in Zachariah Poulson's Town 
and Country Almanac. Starting in January of 1805, 
the Board of Health published weekly, and during the 
yellow fever epidemic of that year daily, accounts of 
burials in the local cemeteries, again divided into 
adult/child categories. These appeared in Zachariah 
Poulson's Daily Advertiser. No yearly summary was 
printed and the weekly series came to an end in mid- 
March 1806. No births, baptisms, or marriages were 
collected by the Board of Health in these years {see 
documents 038-042}. 

On 1 May 1806, the Board of Health adopted an 
entirely new format of reporting all deaths by cause, 
rather than by burial-ground {document 043}. In 
1807, deaths were listed by age and cause, with adult/ 
child categories reported by month. In 1811, sex was 
added as a category of adult/child status. After 1 April 
1820, births by sex were counted, along with the num- 
ber of practitioners of midwifery reporting to the 
Board. The deaths among the "People of Color" and 
deaths in the Almshouse were listed separately after 
1821 [see Emerson, 105]. In 1832, cause of death was 
given for all males and females and for "boys and 
girls" (males and females under the age of twenty.) 
The final major change came in 1837, when weekly 
totals of death were recorded under various categories 
and births were listed by month. Dr. Thomas C. 
James, and more particularly his student, Dr. Gou- 
verneur Emerson, were responsible for the steady im- 
provement in the coverage of the Board's statistics. 
Emerson also wrote a series of articles that employed 
data from the Board of Health's reports [054-062]. As 
James H. Cassedy has written, 

Thanks to the meticulous Quaker physician Gouverneur 
Emerson, the Philadelphia bills were more systematically 
utilized and analyzed during the decades before 1850 than 
those of any other American city. From his work, first with 
the city's dispensary and then as member and Secretary of 
the Board of Health, Emerson acquired an intimate knowl- 
edge of the urban conditions which the bills reflected. . . He 
prepared a series of detailed analyses of the bills for periods 
of ten or more years. These reports, more than any others, 
became the models for the quantitative health reports that 
subsequent generations of sanitary reformers found so im- 
portant [009:183]. 

The various publications of Emerson on the bills of 



mortality for the city are invaluable sources, not only 
for medical and demographic information, but also 
for the social history of the city between 1807 and 
1840. Emerson was concerned with more than the 
quality and usefulness of the numbers in the annual 
reports of the Board of Health. He was active in pro- 
moting vaccination programs, in running hospitals, 
and in lobbying against attempts to introduce patron- 
age positions in the Health office, among other activi- 
ties. 40 It is not surprising that improvements in the 
records of the Board of Health cease after 1837 when 
Emerson gradually left the practice of medicine in 
order to turn his attention to agricultural reform. Nor 
is it entirely surprising that the Philadelphia Board 
of Health begins to become a less efficient institution. 

The causes for the deteriorating effectiveness of the 
Philadelphia Board of Health were, of course, more 
complex than the influence of any single person, and 
can be seen to develop slowly in the 1840s, rapidly in 
the 1850s. Many of the problems of the Board were 
political. It was a creature of the state government, 
and was mandated by an 1818 law to monitor the 
entire county of Philadelphia. In fact, however, as 
Emerson and Rene LaRoche pointed out [055, 056, 
062, and 116], the Board was only able to cover the 
city and suburbs, and after 1840 did a poor job of 
keeping pace with urban expansion. In the movement 
for the consolidation of the city and the county of 
Philadelphia, finally accomplished in 1854, it ap- 
pears as if the Board of Health became a political 
football. It was a creature of the state government 
which transcended the city but did not cover the coun- 
ty. As a consequence, the Board of Health lacked a 
political base of support, particularly by the 1850s. 
One result of this situation was a budgetary crisis. 
The health office was increasingly understaffed and 
underfunded. In the wake of the 1848 influx of Irish 
and German immigrants, the Board of Health was 
swamped: barely able to keep up with nuisance abate- 
ment, it could not manage long-range health plan- 
ning. Another result was that quality of the employees 
deteriorated, at least according to local physicians. 
Frequent turnover in administration plagued the 
Board, especially in the 1850s, and the annual reports 
of the Board suffered a decrease in quality. 

The medical community gradually withdrew sup- 
port from the Board of Health and its dissatisfaction

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surfaced locally in the Transactions of the College of 
Physicians of Philadelphia and nationally in the 
Journal of the American Medical Association. Clerks 
of the Board of Health tried to collect data on births 
and deaths from physicians, but found growing resis- 
tance. The medical community wanted a statewide 
system of vital registration, such as had existed in 
Massachusetts since 1842. In 1851, the state legisla- 
ture of Pennsylvania passed a bill creating a state 
system of vital registration, but then refused to fund 
its creation. In 1855, the governor killed the state 
registration system [258: III, 1675]. In the interim it 
was unclear whether the local health office should 
continue collecting vital statistics. Meanwhile, the 
consolidation of the city and county of Philadelphia 
occurred in 1854. The Board of Health was made a 
county agency, but without additional funding. The 
city's system of vital statistics deteriorated rapidly. 
Clerks stopped pressing doctors for returns after 1854, 
and the annual reports of the Board of Health con- 
tained the notice that the returns of the numbers of 
births were defective between 1856 and 1858. The 
annual reports grew shorter and contained less 
information. 

After considerable lobbying by the medical commu- 
nity, the state finally authorized a reorganized health 
office capable of serving the entire county of Philadel- 
phia, with sufficient funds and personnel to collect 
statistics on births, marriages, and deaths in the city. 
No longer would the annual report be a short one to 
four page summary. After 1 July 1860, the statistics 
collected by the reorganized Health Office filled small 
books every year. The new Board, confident of its 
superiority to the previous health organization, did 
not value any of the previous bills of mortality, and so 
it is that these now have to be assembled from the 
collections of Pennsylvania Hospital, the American 
Philosophical Society, and the College of Physicians of 
Philadelphia. 41 But the antebellum bills of births and 
deaths were not as bad as later generations assumed 
them to be. They were simpler and contained much 
less detail than the the late nineteenth-century annual 
reports, but they recorded the number of deaths in the 
city and its older suburbs with a high degree of accu- 
racy, even in the troubled 1850s. Birth registration 



faltered from the late 1840s and was inadequate from 
1855 through 1858, but was complete for the quarter 
century after 1820. The bills of mortality for the city 
before 1860 contain much that can illuminate the 
medical, social, and economic development of 
Philadelphia. 

The annual reports of the Board of Health have been 
very little used, primarily because they have been 
difficult to locate. A few scholars have asserted that no 
bills of mortality were ever published for the city [010, 
099], or that none were published after 1834 or 1840 
[093, 027]. Some work has utilized the analyses by 
Gouverneur Emerson of the period 1807-1840, or the 
summaries of his work published in Samuel Hazard's 
Register of Pennsylvania [069, 070 are examples], 
but these studies are sometimes marred by the use of 
an inappropriate population base, usually by the use 
of county population figures, which results in an un- 
derestimation of mortality or fertility levels, or by 
using the population of the city excluding the suburbs, 
which overestimates mortality levels [156 errs in both 
directions]. There have been no studies of the annual 
reports of the College of Physicians' Committee on 
Meteorology and Epidemics [034-052], a valuable 
source of information for the medical history of Phila- 
delphia from the 1840s to the 1880s, although not 
quite as useful as Emerson's analyses for the social 
history of the period. The annual reports of the Board 
of Health are a valuable resource and should now be 
more widely used. 

The vital records for the city of Philadelphia be- 
tween 1722 and 1859 contain scarce information, 
useful to scholars in a number of disciplines. This 
information has been difficult to mine, both because 
the existence of these bills of mortality has been little 
known and because the bills are now scattered in a 
number of repositories. It is hoped that the present 
publication by the American Philosophical Society 
will at last remedy these difficulties and make these 
important resources available to a larger audience.

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Chapter III 
Guide To The Bibliography 



The purpose of this bibliography is to gather togeth- 
er into a convenient format the various works relating 
to the history of population in the city of Philadelphia 
and in the broadly defined region of Pennsylvania, 
New Jersey, and Delaware. As several scholars have 
observed, less is known about demographic develop- 
ments in this region than is known of New England or 
the Chesapeake [006, 007, 012, 013, 015, 267]. The 
bibliography encompasses material ranging from un- 
exploited lists, censuses, and reports of vital statistics 
to recent, sophisticated demographic analyses. Most 
of this material can be found in Philadelphia area 
libraries. The Library of the American Philosophical 
Society possesses a particularly strong collection of 
printed and manuscript materials on the demogra- 
phic history of the region. 

This bibliography is designed to advance research 
into the population dynamics of the region in the first 
one hundred and sixty years of European settlement. 
There are many questions concerning population to- 
tals and growth rates, birth and death rates, mar- 
riage, sex ratios, and the racial and ethnic composi- 
tions of populations waiting to be answered. Because 
so little is known, the demographic history of the 
region remains in the descriptive stage. The biblio- 
graphy therefore stresses quantitative materials in 
most subject areas. Various theoretical models, in- 
cluding modernization, urbanization, industrializa- 
tion, and demographic transition theory, have been 
applied by the demographers, economists, and histo- 
rians working in the field. The strengths and weak- 
nesses of many of these models and other theoretical 
approaches are discussed in the June 1989 issue of 
the Proceedings of the American Philosophical Soci- 
ety, also published as a book [267 J, which collects the 
revised papers of the Symposium on the Demographic 
History of the Philadelphia Region held at the Library 
of the American Philosophical Society on 30 June 
1987. 

Not included in this bibliography are references to 
the medical history of the city. While the history of 
medicine is closely related to population develop- 
ments, the number of existing guides, bibliographies, 
and indexes to the history of medicine is great and 
readily available to the interested scholar. It was not 
considered necessary to duplicate those better known 



references here. Conversely, however, many demogra- 
phic monographs do serve to illustrate the medical 
history of the area. 

Medicine

Philadelphia's Population 

One factor that has delayed research into the popu- 
lation history of Philadelphia is that there are no 
censuses of the city before 1790. Older estimates based 
on tax records, house counts, constables' returns, the 
British census of 1777, and travelers' accounts had 
yielded widely variant estimates for the city's total 
population between 1683 and 1790. Recent work has 
considerably improved the estimates of the total popu- 
lation [see 017-020 and 267a, nj. Further refinement 
is no doubt possible, and some estimates of the age 
and sex structure of the population would be most 
valuable.

Public Health 



It is remarkable that only Philadelphia, of the major 
northeastern cities, does not yet have a history of 
public health. It is more amazing considering that 
Philadelphia was so often at the forefront in the devel- 
opment of public hygiene measures, and was consid- 
ered the healthiest large city in the country by the 
mid-nineteenth century. It would be valuable to assess 
the impact of the city's quarantine procedures, mid- 
wife training program, smallpox inoculation and 
vaccination programs, its hospital and public dispen- 
sary, public water supply, sewer systems, and more. 
The existing short sketches of public health are gener- 
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ally uncritical [105-119]. The best study is Roslyn 
Stone Wolman's "Some Aspects of Community Health 
in Colonial Philadelphia," but it is, as the title states, 
not a full account of public health in the city [028].

Comparative Urban Demographic Rates 



Comparative urban demographic rates are listed as 
[120-136] and show that Boston was healthier in the 
eighteenth century, but that Philadelphia had nar- 
rowed the gap by the early nineteenth century and had 
lower death rates by the 1840s and 1850s. Philadel- 
phia was a much healthier place than New York City 
which faced a flood of immigrants, or than new towns 
like Chicago, or than southern cities. How much of 
nineteenth-century Philadelphia's good fortune was 
due to better sanitation and how much was due to 
lower rates of immigration is unknown. See also:

Ethnicity and National Origin 



The numerical estimates of ethnic groups in the 
states and counties are open to question and it is 
doubtful that surname analysis, the usual technique 
employed to estimate ethnicity, can provide real clues 
to national origin given the extent of intermarriage 
in Pennsylvania, and probably in New Jersey and 
Delaware as well. The one contemporary census which 
asked adults to identify their nationality was the cen- 
sus of the Swedish Lutheran church in 1783/84. Rambo 
was the most common surname in this Lutheran con- 
gregation; fourteen Rambos identified themselves as 
Swedish, two as English, two Welsh, and two Irish. Of 
the four adults surnamed Wilson, one was ethnically 
Swedish, one Welsh, one Irish, and one Dutch. The one 
O'Herra was Swedish, the one American was the teen- 
aged son of African parents. 1 Computation of the eth- 
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nicity of individuals based on surnames alone will be 
misleading given the ethnic and racial diversity of the 
mid-Atlantic region. Because of the importance of 
ethnicity in the region's diverse population, further 
work needs to be done to uncover the composition of 
the population and the meaning of ethnic identity. In 
addition to the works cited in [165-171], the following 
address the issue of ethnicity and nationality:

The Demography of the Philadelphia Region 



While Philadelphia has been the subject of a number 
of studies, the demography of the region has received 
less attention. Stephanie G. Wolfs book on German- 
town is one of the few to provide an in-depth analysis 
of a mid-Atlantic community [228]. Several studies 
have used the colonial New Jersey censuses [015, 199, 
169, 213, 226, 227], while federal census data have 



been the most commonly used resource [186, 194, 
196, 197, 199, 201, 202, 210, 214, 215, 219]. A num- 
ber of local lists survive that have not been exploited. 
Some of these are censuses; some list vital events. 
There is no doubt that similar sources could be located 
in church archives, local historical societies, and state 
and county archives.

Three topics immediately suggest themselves from 
this short list: the malarial regions of Racoon and 
Pennsneck could be compared with the reputedly more 
healthy Pennsylvania settlements of Swedish Luther- 
ans [192]; the depressed economy and stagnant popu- 
lation of Mercersburg might be compared with any of 
the more prosperous, expanding central Pennsylvania 
towns; and the local listing of the black population of 
Lancaster could be traced to the United States cen- 
suses to test the censuses' coverage of the black 
population.

Less is known about marriage patterns in the re- 
gion than about other demographic phenomena. While 
there have been several studies of mean or median 
ages at marriage, the rate of marriage and extent of 
celibacy, parental influence in spousal choice and in 
the timing of marriage, economic arrangements at 
marriage, slave marriages, marital separations, re- 
marriage, and other related topics are imperfectly 
known. Because so little is known about these sub- 
jects, a wider range of materials is included:

Mortality, Morbidity, and Life Expectancy 

If little is known about marriage, much more infor- 
mation is available concerning mortality. The prac- 
tice of recording the names and sometimes other de- 
tails concerning the deceased was well established by 
the seventeenth century, and bills of mortality were 
prepared and published for Philadelphia for most 
years after 1721. Life expectancy is difficult to recov- 
er since it is relatively rare to have the requisite age, 
death, and population figures. The most precise life 
tables can be found in Louise Kantrow [023, 267p| for 
the eighteenth- and nineteenth-century Philadelphia 
gentry, in Pliny Earle Chase [032] for both the whole 
city and for the Society of Friends in Philadelphia in 
the early nineteenth century, and in Rodger Hender- 
son [171] for eighteenth-century Lancaster County. 
Other accounts of life expectancy employ weaker defi- 
nitions of the population at risk, and the findings 
should be used with care. The patterns of disease and 
cause of death in the region have been little studied 
either from a medical or from a social vantage point. 
In the latter category, the earlier history of violence in 
Philadelphia could be written and compared to Roger 
Lane's analysis of the period from 1839 to 1901 
[099]. Scholars interested in the temperance move- 
ment could study the nineteenth-century reports on 
deaths from drunkenness, mania a potu, and deler- 
ium tremens. References to mortality conditions can 
be found in the following works; where analyses of life 
expectancy or cause of death are available, these are 
noted:

Sex and Gender 

The sex composition of a population, sex ratios at 
birth, ages at marriage for men and women, life ex- 
pectancy by sex are all basic components of demogra- 
phic analysis. Here historical demography often di- 
verges from its parent discipline of demography. 
Historical sources are often biased toward men as 
taxpayers and heads of household. To the extent that 
historians use demography as a tool to answer ques- 
tions on political or economic power, narrowly de- 
fined, their results will overlook women. The studies 
that preserve demography's concern with sex as a 
category for analysis, or that go beyond sex and con- 
sider gender relations, include the following:

The Black Population 

The black population is treated in the works listed 
below. Of these, most concentrate on the study of mor- 
tality among African-Americans, since at least the 
totals of black deaths are known from 1722. Much 
fuller records of black mortality appear in the nine- 
teenth century. Less is known of marriage and fertil- 
ity among blacks largely because there seem to be few 
surviving sources that will allow the recovery of mar- 
riage and birth rates. This is, of course, especially 
true during the period when slavery was legal. Slaves 
could have no legal marriages and hence no legitimate 
offspring. Because the documentary record is so 
sparse, descriptive as well as quantitative studies are 
included here.

C. The Genealogical Society of Pennsylvania 

The church, census, and immigration records of the Genea- 
logical Society are very important sources for demographic 
analysis. Of particular interest for the study of Philadelphia 
are the notes for the Christ Church Bills of Mortality made 
by sextons of Christ Church and St. Peter's church. These 
were 'microfilmed from the collections in the Christ Church 
Archives. The two surviving series cover years when few 
bills were published and could be used to uncover patterns of 
morbidity by age and sex in the eighteenth-century city.

After giving the returns for the week ending July 8, 1731, 
Benjamin Franklin wrote, "The Small-pox has now quite 
left this City. The Number of those that died here of that 
Distemper, is exactly 288, and no more. 64 of the Number 
were Negroes; If these may be valued one with another at 
301. (£30) per Head, the Loss to the City in that Article is 
near 20001. (£2,000)" (Pennsylvania Gazette, 138, 8 July 
1731). The actual total from his own weekly accounts of 
mortality was 308; including 65, not 64, Negro deaths. In 
1752, Franklin reduced the sum still further, "The Small- 
pox raging in the town, had carried off near 240 Persons." 
("Pennsylvania Assembly Committee: Report on the State of 
the Currency," in Papers 4, 345). The American Weekly 
Mercury counted 325 deaths in the same period, with 72 
deaths among blacks.

The 
year begins on 1 September in 1787/88, 1788/89, and 
1789/90. From 1790/91 through 1797/98 the year begins on 
1 August, as it does again in 1800/01. For two years, 
1798/99 and 1799/1800, the year commences on the first of 
May. Baptisms and burials in St. Peter's Episcopal Church 
were included in the totals of Christ Church for all but four 
years in these accounts. No returns were recorded for Negro 
Strangers in 1801.
